I, Authority

The Advisory Committee on Foreign Language Puhlications 
was established in pursuance of paragraph 5 of NSGID-16 (7 March 53) 
to assist the Director of Central Intelligence in the implementation 
of that Directive. The Committee is composed of representatives 
of the lAG agencies and can invite other interested agencies to sit 
with it on matters which concern them. Chairmanship is provided 
by CIA. 

II, Organization 

Three subcommittees have been established which conipre- 
hend in general the responsibilities separately identified in the 
Directive and which are listed below. 

III, Responsibilities, Accomplishments and Objectives 

A. PROCUREMENT 

1, Responsibility! To assist the Director of Central 
'Intelligence in insuring the coordination of the procurement of 
foreign language publications for intelligence purposes, it being 
understood 'that captured documents are excepted from this provision. 

2, Projects Con^leted 

a. The Domestic Collection of Foreign Publications was 
reviewed. The findings led to the conclusion that coordination of the 
domestic collectors for State, G-2 and CIA was not practical at present. 

b. Collection Requirements of many Agencies (now more 
than 20) are now cooVdiria'ted' in Foreign Branch/CIA Library as a service 
of common concern, 

c. Field Coordination has been inqjroved at several 
posts, e,g, a Document Procurement Committee has been established in 
Tokyo , 
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d. chapter 943 of the Foreign Service Manual 
CPubllcations Procurement) was drafted by the Procurement Sub- 
committee and submitted to State. 

0. A Comprehensive Report on Publicatlops Procurement In 
London was prepared by the former Publications' Procurement officer and 
circulated by the ComM.ttee. 

f . Publications Procurement in the Ear East was 
examined in the field hy the Chairman of the Procurement Sub-committee. 
The report to the Advisory Committee is now under consideration. 

g. Two Collection Guides representing gaps in Wash- 
ington area holdings were prepared,' one for Chinese Commnist news- 
papers and one for Chinese Coramanist periodicals. These collection 
guides were disseminated to field collection facilities of Army, Navy, 
Air, CIA, and State. 

3 . Projects Planned 

a. A union list of USSR serial publications will be 
congsleted. Collection guides based on the list will be prepared. 

b. USIA assistance in procurement will be explored,
